The men robbed the couple of 
their television, $20 cash and a 
camera, then asked for the keys 
to Tipsword’s van and car. 

They ordered Mr. Tipsword 
into the car with two of the 
robbers and the third got into 
the van with Mrs. Tipsword. 
They then drove to near Troy, 
Mo., where they stopped and 
Mrs. Tipsword was ordered to 
join Mr. Tipsword and_ his 
former employe in the car. 

The van pulled out in front of 
the car and the car followed 
The victims said the former

Indictments 
linked to 
Powell cash 


Two Illinois contractors were 
indicted Friday by a federal 
grand jury in Springfield and 
charged with bribery and 
submitting rigged bids in 
connection with the State 
Capitol renovation project, U. S 
Attorney Donald B. Mackay 
told the Press-Record. 

Named as unindicted co- 
conspirators in the 48-count 
indictment were the late Paul 
Powell, Illinois secretary of 
state until his death in 1970: 
Powell's purchasing agent, 
James White; and Harold 
Buecker, a Springfield con- 
tractor. 

The indictment, returned 
before U.S. District Judge 
Harlington Wood Jr., charges 
that Ralph Vancil, 53, of Cairo, 
and Milo H. Vogt, 46, of 
Petersburg, realized | ap- 
proximately $1.6 million in 
profits from the heating and air 
conditioning work on the State 


* Capitol 


Powell received bribes 
totaling $80,000 for his approval 
of the rigged bids, according to 
the indictment 

Another $45,000 was still owed 
Powell al the time of his death 
in October 1970, federal 
prosecutors said 

Vancil and Vogt, chief 
stockholders and officers in 
their plumbing and heating 
companies, are charged in 48 
counts of conspiracy, mail 
fraud and bribery (interstate 
transportation in aid of a 
racketeering enterprise) 

The indictments -recite 85 
overt acts in furtherance of the 
conspiracy ‘which allegedly 
enabled Vancil to realize a 
profit of 67. per cent of his 
submitted bid and Vogt a 50 per 
cent profit. 

Vancil was allegedly the 
prearranged contractor for the 
heating and air conditioning of 
the building's southeast 
quadrant and Vogt the 
prearranged contractor for the 
southwest quadrant 

The “overt. acts" charge that 
Vancil approached White and 
advised him he wanted Powell 
to. be a “partner” in the 
southeast quadrant contract; 
that Powell, through White, 
accepted the partnership; and 
that Vanceil, Vogt and 
Springfield contractor Buecker 
met and agreed that Buecker 
would submit a prearranged,

As to the southwest quadrant, 
the overt acts detail the 
following chronology of events: 
Vancil told White that Vogt’s 
firm was to be the successful 
low bidder at $1,505,000 with the 
understanding that Powell 
would get five per cent of the 
contract, or $75,000. 

Vancil submitted a slightly 
higher, complimentary bid on 
the work; and Vaneil made 
three $10,000 payments to White 
on behalf of Vogt, to be 
delivered to Powell. 

The last such’ payment was 
made Oct. 1, 1970, according to 
the indictment. Powell died nine 
days later. 

The indictment also alleges 
Vancil and White met with 
Powell in September 1970 “‘and 
discussed the fact that no 
records were maintained by 
Paul Powell that would reflect 
any payments . . .”” 

The indictment was the 
culmination of three years of 
investigation by agents fron the 
Springfield Intelligence

investigation were Attorneys 
Victor C. Woerheide and 
William S. Kenney of the 
Department of Justice in 
Washington.

Governor hoping to 
speed freeway work 


Gov. Dan Walker last week 
called for a major reallocation 
of state funds for fiscal 1974-75 
to allow “modest tax relief 
while increasing state services 
and financing a number of new 
programs.”” 

He said no new or increased 
taxes are needed for his 
proposed budget of 
$7,886,436,000, an increase of 
$236,135,000 or 3.1 per cent over 


1973-74, The total increase for . 


the two years is $261 million, or 
a 3.4 per cent growth, he said. 

Walker called it an ‘‘ac- 
countability budget” because it 
contains objectives by which 
government performance. could 
be measured and accounted for. 

He proposes: 

The largest’ increase from 
existing resources for aid to 
elementary and secondary 
education: in state history, $138 
million. 

‘A $305 million appropriation 
for supplemental freeways 
including putting $168 million of 
construction under contract as 
compared with $71 million in 
1973-74. 

A $25 million appropriation 
for energy. development, par- 
ticularly to convert coal to 
gaseous, liquid or clean solid 
fuels. 

An increase for higher 
education of $52.5 million, 
enough to permit omission of a 
tuition increase proposed by the 
Board of Higher Education and 
provide scholarships for 27,000 
more students through infusion 
of $8.7 million more into ‘state 
scholarship funds as part of the 
$52.5 million increase. 

A new state commitment, to 
establish a regional transit 
system for 70 per cent of the 
state's population, at a cost of 
$97 million 

A new state lottery, adding 
$64 million-to the budget. 

A $28 million sliding-scale 
salary increase for state em- 
ployes. 

An eight per cent, across-the- 
board pay raise for correctional 
guards, on top of a general pay 
raise. 

A net increase in budgets for 
the legislature, judiciary and 
elected officers of $23 million.

additional segments will be 
ready for construction as 
rapidly as possible,’’ the 
governor said. 

Capital development requests 
will be lower than the current 
fiscal year because of an 
assessment .of what con- 
struction can be undertaken 
during the year. The board will 
review building construction in 
light of such factors as the 
leveling off and decline in 
education enrollments and will 
make plans to conserve energy 
in public buildings. 

Nearly a third of the total new 
budget—$2.5 billion—would go 
to school districts and other 
local-level governmnents, 
Walker said. - 

He said a general slowdown in 
the national economy is ‘ex- 
pected to be mirrored in Illinois 
for a good part of 1974-75. 

He said growth of state 
revenues will not continue at the 
pace of recent years. While 
state tax revenues are expected 
to grow by nearly $300 million 
from fiscal 1973 to fiscal 1974, 
the projected growth for fiscal 
1975 is less than $200 million. 

Federal revenue for state 
general funds is expected to 
grow by only $14 million from 
fiseal 1974 to 1975 

For only the third time since 
the state motor fuel tax was 
instituted in 1929, Illinois 
expects to suffer a decline in 
dollars from that source from 
one fiscal year to the next. The 
other two declines were in the 
Depression and during World 
War II.

live topic among 


“EFTS" may not mean much 
to-the man on the street today, 
but it’s one of the hottest topics 
of conversation in banking 
circles, according to Dave 
Giese, vice-president and 
cashier of the American 
National Bank and president of 
the Southwestern Illinois 
Chapter of Bank Administration 
Institute, who noted today that 
EFTS (Electronic Funds 
Transfer Systems) is a product 
of technological revolution 

“Bankers and data cquip- 
ment suppliers around the 
country are discussing systems 
that put a computer keyboard al 
the merchant's cash register, 
directly triggering a process to 
electronically charge the 
customer's account and credit- 
the merchant's account without 
generating any paper records 
except a receipt,” Dave Giese 


The future may bring ad- 
vanced systems that will spread 
money around the world,” he 
adds. 

But what about today? 

Bankers, through technical 
associations such as BAT, are 
studying the costs and 
ramifications of electronic 
banking. The one thing that 
most agree on is the EFTS is 


bankers 


coming at a quickened pace, he 
said. 

Many computer specialists 
believe that the cash register in 
the store will become part of the 
national banking system. Banks 
already have established 
operations in Atlanta and San 
Francisco, permitting banks to 
work jointly toward electronic 
funds transfer systems. 

The key to EFTS appears to 
be the bank credit card with 
more than 60 million Americans 
now carrying “plastic money,” 
designed to activate point-of- 
sale terminals and electronic 
tellers. 

“Most bankers do not see a 
completely checkless-cashless 
society as has been suggested 
by some planners,” Giese said, 
“but we'all recognize that the 
Paperwork explosion must be 
curbed through the utilization of 
available equipment.”

An estimated 25 to 30 million 
Americans are covered today, 
and their number is expected to 
reach 42 million by 1980 

Pension plan assets now 
exceed $150 billion and are 
expected to be $295 billion by 
1980. Such funds have become a

Yet there is still no law 
governing the management of 
such funds or assuring that 
workers will receive the pen- 
sions they have been promised, 
even though workers may have 
been contributing toward them 
for many years.

Adequate funding would be 
required for current and prior 
liabilities of the fund, and strict 
fiduciary standards would be 
established . for persons’ who 
manage pension funds.

An insurance program would 
be created to protect against 
plan termination, as well as a 
reporting and disclosure 
requirement so that in- 
formation about a plan and its 
transactions may be monitored 

Enforcement of the bill's 
provisions would be carried out 
by the Labor Department and 
the Internal Revenue Service. 


With regard to self-employed 
individuals and persons 
working for companies without 
pension plans, there are 
provisions in the bill to improve 
their situation, 


There are provisions to in- 
crease the amount self- 
employed individuals can set 
aside and deduct for retirement 
purposes from 10 per cent of 
their income up to $2,500 per 
year to 15 per cent up to $7,500 


There are also provisions to 
permit employes not covered by 
pension plans to set aside and 
deduct for retirement purposes 
20 per cent of their yearly in 
come up to $1,500 


I think the case for this 
legislation is clear, and I hope 
that my colleagues will vote to 
protect the pension rights of 
mullions of Americans.

ficials to renounce the “lug.” 

Patronage workers and 
county officials resént the 
“jug."" but the custom. has. 
become ingrained, and in- 
dividuals are helpless: to do 
away with it 

In recent years county em- 
ployes have been paid excellent 
salaries so thal the percentage 
demanded to finance elections 
was not a real hardship. 

But St. Clair employes 
received no increase this year, 
and prices of all consumer 
foods have skyrocketed. The 
required percentage payment 
from their income will mean a 
deprivation. 

On the other hand, a “lug” is 
an imposition on the taxpayer. 
Tf the salaries of county offices 
are high just so that employes 
are more content to pay the lug, 
then the taxpayer is not getting 
his money's worth. 


Even more unfair, all ‘tax- 


payers—whether or not they 
support the party in power—are 
forced to contribute to the in- 
cumbent party's campaign 
expenses 

The taxpayer suffers in 
another and more subtle way 
When county patronage em 
ployes contribute under 
pressure a portion of their 
salary which they feel they can 
ill afford, they will not give a 
full day's work for this reduced 
pay. The habit of slacking off on 
the job is likely to gain ground, 
and a county's business will lose 
thereby 

In a nation such as ours, 
which depends on a strong two 
party system to balance the 
power of different elements in 
public life, it is un ir that the 
party in office should have such 
an enormous advantage over 
the party which is out 

Such leads to easy victories 
for the “ins,” and makes them 
more and more unresponsive to 
the needs of the people. The lug 
discourages good candidates 


from running, since “unen- 
dorsed” candidates will have to 
pay their own primary ex- 
penses, while those who have 
access to the lug have it easier 

Fortunately, excellent 
candidates have decided to run 
for Democratic offices this 
year, scorning, the use of “lug 
money.” 

There are better and more 
effective ways to raise money 
for political campaigns. 

As a ‘member of the 
Democratic party, I want to see 
Democrats raise money by 
holding entertaining public 
events and conducting creative 
solicitation of all Democrats to 
support the efforts of their 
party.

The Third Judicial Circuit 
consists of Madison and Bond 
Counties with a population close 
to 300,000. \ 

There are 16 judges in the 
circuit, eight circuit judges and 
eight associate judges: > 

Circuit Judges— 

Joseph Barr, William L 
Beatty, Harold R. Clark, John 
DeLaurenti (Bond County) 
John Gitchoff, Moses Harrison 
Il, Victor-J. Mosele and Fred P. 
Schuman. 

Associate Judges— 

Thomas Gibbons, Arthur 
Greenwood, Merlin Hiscott, 
(William Johnson, Andreas 
Matoesian, Harry Mondhink, 
Kent Trone and Clayton 
Williams. 

The circuit judges are elected 
by the people. The associate 
judges are appointed by the 
circuit judges for a term of four 
years. 

All of the judges are subject to 
disciplinary procedures 
provided under the new Illinois 
Constitution of 1970 which 
provides for a Judicial Inquiry 
Board and a Court's Com 
mission to investigate and hear 
complaints pertaining to 
judges 

The Constitution of Mlinois 
also provides that the circuit 
judges shall select a chief judge 
from their number to serve at 
their pleasure, and that the 
chief judge shall have general 
administrative authority over 
the court 

I was appointe@ chief judge in 
December 1972 and with the 
other circuit judges com- 
menced a new program in the 
handling of cases.

We also advocated and: ob- 
tained three new courtrooms, ‘a 
jury assembly room, a grand 
juryroom and other facilities 
needed to carry on the load of 
the. court.

‘Right of reply’ ruling 
can curb free press 


The Arkansas Gazette, Little 
Rock, Ark.—The First 
Amendment to the United 
States Constitution is a unique 
instrument ‘and under its 
guarantees Americans have 
had political liberties beyond 
those enjoyed in any of the other 
Western democracies. 

None of these liberties, 
however, is as secure now as it 
was a decade ago, before the 
nation—for a number of 
reasons—slipped into a spirit of 
increasing disillusion and 
discontent 

As for the free press 
guarantee, it is suddenly facing 
a critical test before the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States in a challenge _ that 
threatens to eviscerate the 
Amendment which has given 
the American press its unique 
independence and ils generally 
recognized position, imperfect 
as it is, as the best press in the 
world 

What slends the threat a 
cutting irony is the recent 
experience in the Watergate 
affair, in which the press has 
registered both a triumph and a 
dramatic recovery in 
popularity. 

In “the Watergate” a few 
newspapers, mostgof all the 
Washington Post, were in- 
strumental in uncovering a 
xreat conspiracy in the White 
House to subvert the political 
processes of the republic itself. 

The issue that the Supreme 
Court has now placed on its 
docket was framed in a star- 
tling decision by the Supreme 
Court of Florida, upholding the 
consitutionality of an old anti 
press statute that had lain 
unattended for decades until it 
was invoked in 1972, at Miami, 
by state. legislative candidate. 

As it happens, at least two of 
the Florida justices have old 
personal vendettas with the 
press of Florida. 

But, in any case, what the 
majority of the state court held 
was that a newspaper may be 
compelled to print a reply from 
a political candidate when he is 
“assailed” by a newspaper. 

This may sound innocent 
enough to the uninitiated, and it 
is true that most’ newspapers 
routinely print replies and 
counterattacks from offended 
politicians, anyway. 

But the basic truth is that at 
any time a newspaper is 
compelled to print anything, 
then at that point the free press 
ceases to be free, by definition, 
because freedom and com- 
pulsion are antithetical. 

Just a few years ago the 
press-gag act moldering on the 
Florida statute books could 
have. been regarded as more 
than a nuisance, for it was in- 
conceivable that it could have 
gotten past tne U! S. Supreme 
Court in the time of Hugo Black 
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and Earl Warren 

But those great con 
stitutionalists are gone now and 
four of the current nine are 
appointees of Richard Nixon 
who are more noted for con- 
stricting constitutional rights 
than for conserving them. 

Even the ‘Nixon court’’ 
would not uphold the shocking 
decision in Florida, it would 
seem, and yet none of the 

titutional verities appear 
assailable,any more. 

If the Florida statute should 
be allowed to stand, cloaked in 
constitutionality, then the 
champions of the First 
Amendment would be forced 
into a desperate campaign to 
save freedom of the press 
before the dread new precedent 
took further hold 

Newspapers and magazines 
throughout the country would - 
be left at the mercy of the state 
legislatures,, which could use 
the so-called right-of-reply 
precept to inhibit impossibly the 
kind of “robust” comment on 
public affairs that has been the 
rule in this country from the 
beginning 

The mere 
legislation, 


threat of such 

alas, would in- 
timidate all too many 
newspapers .that are timid 
about offending powerful people 
as it is. 

Under a. right-of-Feply. law 
limited to political campaigns, 
the cpercion would begin 
whenefer a politician declared 
himself a candidate. 

Evensthe newspaper coverage 
of a campaign could be brought 
to a standstill because, 
whenever something critical 
was written about a candidate, 
he could demand his reply and 
equal display. 

The newspaper would be left 
vulnerable to the ob- 
structionism of every last 
aspirant for office, petty or 
major, from justice of the peace 
to governor, who objected to 
something that was printed 
about him. 

The burden of paperwork and 
litigation alone would be 
overwhelming. 

As for editorials criticizing a 
candidate, the demand in 
granting replies to wounded 
politicians, at their whim, 
would devour the space that is 
now used for syndicated 
columns, cartoons and letters- 
to-the-editor. 

Indeed, the very operation of 
a free, uninhibited letters 
column like the Gazette’s-would 
become impossible. because, 
-surely, the right-to-reply would 
have to extend to the letters 
column as Well as to editorials. 

If the Florida press-gag law 
should be upheld, somehow, in 
the U. S. Supreme Court, it 
would authorize restrictions 
upon the press unlike any in- 
posed in the nistory of the | 
country.

Miss Moore said, ‘There is 
often a waiting period in the 
emergency room, and there are 
valid reasons for this. Many lab 
tests take 30 10 90 minutes to 
complete 

“X-rays that are taken must 
be read by a_ radiologist. 
Critically ill or injured people 
must be given priority. Often, 
patients choose to wait for their 
family doctor to examine them. 

“There are also abuses of the 
emergency room that further 
complicate the situation. People 
who have been ill awvith minor 
illness come to.the emergency 
room rather than calling their 
family doctor 

“There is a lack of doctors 
taking new patients and there 
are some -people who do not 
even try to find a physician and 
rely exclusively on 
emergency room for all their 
needs 

“St. Elizabeth's emergency 
room provides other beneficial 
community services. It is a 
poison control center 
emergency room has recor 
all poisonous materials and the 
recommended procedure to 
counteract the poison. 

“A veneral disease clinic, 
under the direction of Dr. Jacob 
Cohen, is at the hospital 
Patients can come for treat 
ment beginning at 9 a.m. daily, 
except Sunday. There is no 
charge and the information is 
kept confidential

‘an Areawide Trauma Center.

Meeting on 
sewer bills 
reset today 


A meeting with officials of the 
Finis P. Ernest Co. of East St. 
Louis to review claims filed 
with Granite City for some of 
the work involved in repairing 
sewer breaks in the Nameoki 
area was rescheduled for today 
after it was postponed Thursday 
afternoon. 

The Street and Alley Com- 

mittee of the Granite City 
Council scheduled the meeting 
last week to study differences 
between company billings for 
-dewatering and bypass pum- 
ping at several sewer break 
sites. Emerald Dawes said the 
meeting first was set for 
Thursday afternoon, but was 
delayed uintil today. 

Dawes said the Street and 
Alley Committee, of which he is 
chairman, planned to check the 
record against log entries 
made by Casmer Skubish, the 
city’s sewer inspector. Other 
members of the committee are 
Aldermen Clyde Boyd and 
Claude Green. 

City officials were informed 
last week that it has * fared 
better under the present unit- 
price contract with the Ernest 
company than it did under a 
cost-plus contract for repair of 
sewer breaks in 1969 and 1970. 

A report on sewer break 
repair costs was given during 
last week's council meeting in 
which an effort was made to 
hold up approval of a $196,015 
bill for the Ernest firm for 
February work 

The report was given by Boyd 
who Said that the repair of 20 
sewer breaks during -1973 and 
1974 has Cost the city an average 
of $56,800 per break, compared 
lo an average of $86,000 per 
break for repairs at 17 sites in 
1969 and 1979. 

“This is a difference of $29,200 
in the repair of each break in 
comparing the two types of 
contracts,” Boyd said, noting 
that current repairs have been 
cheaper in spite of increases in 
labor, material and equipment 
costs during the past several 
years. 

From the time the sewer 
break repair work was done in 
1969 and 1970 until activation of 
the present contract last July, 
labor cost increased 12 per cent 
per year, material costs rose 25 
per cent per year and con- 
struction equipment cost went 
up 30 per cent per year, he said. 

He said the street and alley 
committee attended — 27 
meetings involving from two to 
five hours each in handling 
sewer break problems. 

During the council session, 
Alderman Sam Whitmer said 
the city should hold up payment 
of the $196,015 bill submitted for 
February work until the study 
of bills was completed 

He obtained separation of the 
claims from the regular bill list 
Such action requires only a 
motion and a second, with no 
vote taken. 

In subsequent action, the 
council approved payment of 
the claims on a motion by 
Gerald Parmley, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, after 
several aldermen said Ernest 
would “close down” the job if 
the bills were not paid 

Records in the office of City 
Treasurer Paul Rutledge show 
that from 70 to 75 per cent of the 
total cost of sewer breaks in the 
current period has been for 
dewatering and bypass pump- 
ing although a considerable 
amount of such work has been 
done by city street department 
workers.

Our Community Service 
Division Committee composed 
of Dr. Stan Maer, Tom 
Thebeau, Dr. Jack Miller, Ed 
Edwards, George Wilkins, 
Larry Dew, Rev. Roy Baugh, 
Cari Mathias, Steve Bristol and 
chairman Bill Terrell is at- 
tempting to involve our cont 
munity in problem solving 
action. We are trying to ac- 
complish this through leading 
and planning a monthly 
meeting of community leaders 
called the Granite City Rotary 
Community Action Prayer 
Breakfast. We meet the first 
Wednesday of each month from 
7:30 to 9:00 A.M. at Charlie's 
Restaurant with 35 to 45 of our 
community leaders in at- 
tendance. 

The idea for such community 
meetings came about through a 
presentation made by Carl 
Mathias and Roy Baugh at one 
of our regular weekly Rotary 
meetings in the early part of 
1973. Their presentation was a 
take off from Charles Dickens’ 
“Tale of Two Cities’. In their 
presentation they pointed out 
the choice is our’s, we may have 
a community that is in decay or 
we may have a community that 
is thriving, healthy and strong 
to meet the daily challenges. I 
think it is that simple. This 
applies to any area of life. To 
stand still is to die, To face the 
future with a positive ex- 
pectancy and be willing to take 
action will always bring 
positive results.

More than 701,000 Rotarians in 
149 countries wear the distinc- 
tive Rotary cogwheel emblem, 
and it has been through their en- 
deavors that such projects have 
been accomplished. 

Whether rotarians meet in the 
Town House Cafe as they do in 
Athens, Tex., or in the King’s 
Palace Hotel, gathering place 
of the Rotary Club of Athens, 
Greece, the atmosphere has 
several similarities. 

A Rotarian going from one to 
the other might find the food 
and language unfamiliar, but he 
would instantly recognize the 
basic ingredients of most 

meetings — a meal, 
fellowship, a program and em- 
phasis upon service projects to 
benefit the community. 

He would know that those in 
attendance represent many 
professions and businesses 
because a Rotary club’s mem- 






bership consists of but one man 
in the community from each 
field of business interest. The 
classification principle was 
devised so that fellowship might 
develop because of diversity, 
rather than similarity, of in- 
terest. Through the establish- 
ment of a cross-section of the 
community's commercial and 
Professional life, the Rotary 
club avoids domination by any 
single occupational group. 
Presidents of Rotary Interna- 
tional have been drawn from 
many lands, and the global 
thread also is evident in the 
cities Rotary has chosen for an-

nual conventions. In the past 
four years, Rotarians have 
gathered in Mexico City, 
Mexico; Honolulu, Hawaii; 
Atlanta, Ga., and Sydney, 
Australia. In the next four

as ever there were. Rotary 
must certainly continue to 
pioneer or be left in the rear of 
Progress.” 

Rotarians in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., attacked the pollution of 
the Clinton ce founiea 
through their town, setting an 
example of what:can be done at 
the grass roots level and ear- 
ning recognition in the U.S. 
Congressional Record- and the 
national press. To help local 
businessmen acquire business-

danao. Rotarians from 
Greymouth, New Zealand, 
provided a portable gasoline 
irrigation pump for rice far- 
mers around Dong Che in 
Vietnam and replaced it when it ° 
was stolen by the Viet Cong. 


Involvement with youth and 
in the world community also 


are important facets of the 
Rotary program that continue 
to draw qualified members into 
the organization at the rate of 
hundreds per day. 

Service to youth programs in- 
clude the impressive scholar- 
ship program of The Rotary 
Foundation. 
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Founder Sought Constructive Friendships 


Paul P. Hafris was the 
founder of Rotary. He was born 
in Racine, Wis., on April 19,1868, 
and spent his early years in 
Wallingford, Vt., prior to at- 


tending the University of 
Vermont, Princeton University 
of lowa. Following his 
graduation from the law school 
of the University of Iowa in 1891, 
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he ‘spent the next five years in 
seeing the world and in coming 
to know his fellow men before 
settling down to practice law. 

He worked as a newspaper 
reporter, a business college 
teacher, a stock company actor 
and as a cowboy. He traveled 
extensively as a salesman for a 
marble and granite concern in 
America and Europe. These 
varied experiences broadened 
his vision and were of material 
assistance in the early ex- 
tension of Rotary. 

In 1896, Harris went to 
Chicago to practice law. One 
day in 1900 he dined with a 
lawyer friend in Rogers Park, a 
residential section of Chicago. 
After dinner they took a walk 
and he ‘as impressed by the 


” fact that his friend stopped at 


several stores and shops in the 
neighborhood and_ introduced 
him to the proprietors, who 
were his friends, Paul Harris’ 
law clients were business 
friends, not social friends, but 
this experience caused him to 
wonder why he couldn't make 
social friends out of at least 
some of his. business friends — 
and he resolved to organize a 
club which would band together 
a group of representative 


business and professional men 
in friendship and fellowship. 
For the next several years he 
devoted a great deal of time to 
reflection on conditions of life 
and business and, by 1905, he 
had formulated a definite 
philosophy of business 
relations. Talking it over with 
three of his law clients — 
Silvester Schiele, a coal mer- 
chant, Gustavus Loehr, a 
mining engineer, and Hiram 
Shorey, a merchant tailor — he 
decided, with them, to organize 
the club which he had been 
planning since 1900, On Feb. 23, 
1905, the club’s first meeting 
took place and the nucleus was 
formed for the thousands of 
Rotary clubs which were later 
organized throughout the world. 
The new club, which Harris 
named “Rotary” because the 
members met, in rotation, in 
their various places of business, 
met with general approval and 
club membership grew rapidly. 
Almost every member had 
come to Chicago from a small 
town and in the Rotary club 
they found an opportunity for 
the intimate acquaintanceship 
of their boyhood days. When 
Harris became president, of the 
club in its third year he was 
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wish the Rotary Club of 
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ambitious to extend Rotary to 
other citiés because he was 
convinced that the Rotary club 
could be developed into an 
important seryice movement. 

The second Rotary club was 


founded in San Francisco in 1908 ' 


and then other clubs were 
organized until in 1910, when 
there were 16 clubs, it was 
decided that they should be 
united into an organization 
which would extend the 


movement to other cities and ' 


serve as a clearing house for the 
exchange of ideas among the 
clubs. Representatives from the 
clubs met in Chicago in August, 
1910, and organized the National 
Association of Rotary Clubs. 
When clubs were formed in 
Canada and Great Britain, 
making the movement world 
wide in scope, the name was 
changed, in 1942, to the Inter- 
national Association, of Rotary 
Clubs, ang in 1922 the name was 
shortened to Rotary Inter- 
national. Harris was the first 
president of the National 
Association and the 
president of the International 
Association. 

When he passed away in 
January, 1947, he was president 
emeritus of Rotary Inter- 
national. 

While Harris devoted much of 
his time to Rotary, he was also 
prominent in 
professional work. He was the 
first chairman of the board of 
the National Society for Crip- 
pled Children and Adults in the 
America and of the Inter- 
national Society for Crippled 
Children. 

Harris received the Ph. B. 
and LL. D, degrees from the 
University of Vermont.

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It was Feb. 23, 1905. 

The automobile was still 
evoking cries of ‘Get a horse!" 
The airplane had yet to stay 
aloft for more than a few 
minutes, though the Wright 
brothers had shown a little 
more than a year earlier that 
beavier-than-air flight was 
possible. 

The first motion picture 
theater was soon to open in Pit- 
tsburgh, with a film entitled 
“The Great Train Robbery.” 
The ice cream cone had just ap- 
peared on the American scene, 


and the first concrete cantilever 
bridge was being built in 
Marion, Iowa. It was the year 
Einstein introduced his theory 
of relativity and James J. Jef- 


fires retired as the world’s 


heavyweight boxing champion. 
In Chicago, on this particular 
February day, four men met in 
room 711 of the Unity Building 
on Dearborh Street. They were 
Paul P. Harris, a lawyer; 
Silvester Schiele, a coal dealer; 
Gustavus E. Loehr, a mining 
engineer, and Hiram E. Shorey. 
a merchant tailor. The office of

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{ Chicago Was Scene for Beginning of Rotary 


“Gus” Loehr was typical of its 
time — a small room, not too 
well-lighted, with a desk and 
four uncomfortable chairs, a 
coat rach in the corner, one or 
two pictures and an engineering 
chart on the wall. They talked 
about an idea that Paul Harris 
had been pondering for five 
years. It was simply this: That 
business relations could — and 
should — foster friendly 
relations, They need not, 
thought Paul Harris, be a 
barrier to firendship. 

What kind of men were these 
that Paul Harris had brought 
together? The founder of 
Rotary answered _ these 
questions in his book, “This 
Rotaria”. Age,” saying: 

“In the city by the lake, a 
drama was to be enacted, the 
importance of which could not 
be foreseen. The dramatis per- 
sonae were men of the ordinary 
walks of life; business and 
professional men. 

“While lacking qualities 
which would have distinguished 
them from others of their kind, 
it may nevertheless be said that 
they were fairly representative 
of what in common parlance 
would have been termed ‘‘the 
better element.’ They were all 
natural products of the times 
and subject to its usual 
frailities. 

All were friendly and 
congenial, and each represen- 
ted_a recognized and honorable 
vocation different from that of 
the others. They had been selec- 
ted without regard to religious, 








racial, or political differences.” 

As these men talked that 
night in room 711, they saw even 
more clearly that men in 
business could be personal 
friends — and should be. In 
their discussions of ways to 
foster such business-social 
relations, they decided, in 
agreement with Paul Harris, 
that the formation of a club 
might best serve their aims. 

Though they didn’t decide 
there and then to call it a 
Rotary club, that meeting on 
the night of Feb. 23, 1905, was 
the first meeting of the world’s 
first Rotary club. 

The next day, a fifth member 
joined the group having been in- 
vited to do so by Paul Harris. 
He was Harry Ruggles, a prin- 
ter. He, in turn, interested a 
real estate dealer named Will 
Jenson. 

It was Ruggles who, at an 
early meeting one evening, 
jumped on a chair and shouted, 
“Let's sing!” He liked to sing 
and it was his infectious en- 
thusiasm for it that started the 
Rotary Club of Chicago on its 
way as the forerunner of the 
many Rotary clubs which today 
make singing a part of their 
weekly program. 

Soon after Ruggles and Jen- 
son came in, the organization of 
the new club was completed at a 
meeting in Schiele's office. The 
first president was Schiele, with 
Jenson as corresponding 
secretary, Shorey as recording 
secretary and Ruggles as 
treasurer.

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Paul Harris modestly 
declined to accept any office’ in 
the new club at that time. In 
fact it was not until 1907 that 
Harris was elected president of 
the Rotary Club of Chicago. 

The name “Rotary” was 
chosen at one of the early 
meetings, its proposer being 
Paul Harris, who pointed out 
that the word aptly conveyed 
the original plan of the mem- 
bers to meet “in rotation” at 
their various places of business. 

With the name decided upon, 
Montague M. Bear, an engraver 
who had joined the club, 
thought it was time to have an 
emblem, He came up with a 
sketch of a plain wagon wheel, a 
rotating symbol that won full 
approval. Today, Bear’s wheel, 
though much changed in design, 
has hundreds of thousands of 
descendents in the form of the 
familiar cog-wheel emblem on 
the lapels of Rotarians across 
the world. 

The first printed roster of the 
Rotary Club of Chicago had 19 
members, but at the end of 1905 
there were 30 members. Paul 
Harris later wrote of these first 
members: 


So began Rotary in the early 
1900’s in the pioneer town of 
Chicago. 

Certainly, no Rotarian of 1905 
ever dreamed that the idea set 
in motion in that Chicago office 
would some day be accepted by 
men around the world.

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Four-Way Test Saved Business 


“Isit the TRUTH?” . . . “Is it 
FAIR to all concerned?” ... 
“Will it build Goodwill and 
better friendships?’’. . , ‘Will it 
be BENEFICIAL to all con- 
cerned?”" 

These twenty-five words were 
written in 1932 during the depths 
of the depression by a 
Chicagoan named Herbert J. 
Taylor. They comprise today 
what Rotarians regard as a 
“Four-Way Test” of business 
relationships. 

The author, Herbert J. 
Taylor, a Chicago businessman, 
was president of Rotary 
International during Rotary’s 
1955 Golden Anniversary year. 
In reply to a query Taylor ex- 
plains how he came to write 
“The Four-Way Test.” 

During the depression- 
gripped 1932, he was assigned 
by creditors to save a Chicago 
company from bankruptcy and 
he found the company’s debts 
were $400,000 more than its 
assets. The company made a 
good product. But so did its 
competitors — and they were 
stronger financially. What to 
do? 

To Herbert J. Taylor, the 


answer was simple: The 
company must develop 
something within its 


organization that its com- 
petitors might not have in like 
amount — namely, character, 
dependability, | service-mind- 


edness. So his personnel might 
gauge themselves in their 
relationships with others, he 
wrote out the four questions 
listed above, known today as the 
“Four-way Test.”

The test proved its success. 
Applying the four questions to 
all its plans, policies and ad- 
vertising, the company 
gradually moved out of the red. 
Foday it is worth more than two 
million dollars and along with 
its growth has come happier 
pelationships between com- 
pany, customers, suppliers, 
competitors and employes, 
based on mutual trust and 
confidence. 

Since its adoption as an of- 
ficial ‘‘Four-way Test,’’ of 
Rotary Clubs, it has been 
translated in a dozen different 


languages the world over and is 
used, not only in offices and 
factories but~in schools and 
legislatures as an’ effective 
measuring device for business 
and personal conduct. Few 
yardsticks are as widely used.
